I agree with your objection to the title. The most accurate descriptive title for this 
invention is: "SNAG RESISTANT WELDING TORCH STRIKER PACK". The 
"STRIKER PACK" provides a means to consolidate and conveniently locate tools and/or 
parts which are necessary to maintain the torch while simultaneously blocking the open 
frame of the striker, thus reducing the chance of the striker from getting snagged on 
something while hanging from a workers tool belt. The STRIKER PACK" is made of a 
heat resistant flexible material and is fitted to the striker, and carried on the striker. Kind 
of like a backpack is carried on a hiker or student.
